M ayor acquitted of traffic violation 


Mayor Jerry Jones was found innocent in 
Municipal Court Tuesday morning on a 
charge of running a red light. 
Jones pleaded innocent to the charge 
and, following testimony by himself and 
three other witnesses, acting Municipal 
Judge Robert Fritz ruled that because of 
conflicting testimony there was reasonable 
doubt about Jones' guilt. 
Jones was served a traffic summons 
Saturday after he allegedly made a right 
turn at Broadway and Limit without 
making a complete stop at the traffic light. 
He was arrested on a complaint signed 


by an off-duty police officer, Rene Dedrick. 
Dedrick testified Tuesday morning that he 
is employed part-time at Al’s Skelly station 
at Broadway and Limit and was backing a 
tow truck from the garage at the station 
when he saw Jones allegedly run the light. 


Two other station employes testified that 
.they saw a blue stationwagon make the 
right turn without stopping but dnly one 
could identify Jones as the driver of the 
car. 


Dedrick testified that he has observed 
several people making “rolling stops’’ 


through the red light but has never been 
able to identify the drivers. 
Jones testified that he was on his way to 
the Municipal Building when he made the 
right turn onto Broadway and to the best of 
his recollection he made a complete stop at 
the light. 
Jones said that when he went to the 
police station Saturday afternoon to post 
bond on the ticket, Dedrick indicated to 
him that he (Dedrick) had had “second 
thoughts” about the complaint and that it 
might 
adversely 
affect 
the

department and the mayor. Jones said that 


he told Dedrick and Interim Police Chief 
Gary Dey that he did not want the charge 
against him dismissed and wanted the case 
heard in court. Jones was arrested a day 
after he fired Police Chief William Miller. 
In other Municipal Court action, the case 
against one Sedalia police officer was taken 
under advisement by Judge Fritz, who said 
that he expected to make a decision in the 
case within 24 hours.

Gas, oil prices not 
expected to drop 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The ad­ 
ministration says consumers probably 
will not see any decrease in prices for 
gasoline and fuel oil, despite President 
Ford’s signature on a bill rolling back 
crude oil prices. 
The small potential price decrease 
probably will be neutralized by cost in­ 
creases in oil production and the recent 
10 per cent price increase by oil export­ 
ing nations, F ederal Energy Ad­ 
ministrator Frank G. Zarb said Monday. 
The energy bill, signed by Ford on 
Monday, requires a rollback of the 
average price of U.S. domestic crude oil 
to $7.66 per barrel, a decrease of about 
$1.09 from recent levels. 


Zarb said this rollback, plus removal 
of the import fee, would theoretically al­ 
low price reductions of about 2.5 to 3 
cents per gallon on consumer petroleum 
products. 
However, the increases by the oil ex­ 
porting nations and cu rren t and 
postponed cost increases within the oil 


industry probably will wipe out these po­ 
tential savings, he told reporters. 
At most, Zarb said, petroleum prices 
might drop by about 1.5 cents per gallon. 
But under provisions of the bill oil prices 
may be increased by some 10 per cent a 
year. At that rate, even that small saving 
would be wiped out shortly. The bill will 
virtually end oil price controls by early 
1979. 
If Ford had vetoed the bill, prices 
would have increased by about 6 to 8 
cents a gallon immediately, Zarb said. 
Ford had opposed the bill with its oil- 
price rollback and gradual, limited price 
increases spread out over 40 months. He 
preferred to remove oil price controls 
rapidly and soften the impact with a 
windfall-profit tax, to be‘distributed to 
the public. 
In signing the bill, Ford said, “The 
time has come to end the long debate 
over national energy policy in the United 
States and to put ourselves solidly on the 
road 
energy independence. We cannot 
afford continued delay . ” 


ALGIERS, Algeria (AP) — Terrorists 
who seized the Vienna headquarters of 
the world oil cartel surrendered to

hostages, including Saudi Arabia’s oil 
minister and the interior minister of 
Iran. 
Venezuelan Minister of Mines and 
Hydrocarbons 
Valentin 
Hernandez 
Acosta, who was released Monday, said 
he was convinced that the terrorist 
leader 
who 
identified 
himself 
as 
“Carlos” was indeed the widely sought 
gunman of that name. Hernandez Acosta 
told newsmen in Paris he spoke to Carlos 
in Spanish and the man claimed that was 
his identity. 
C arlos is the code nam e for a 
Venezuelan terrorist accused of shooting 
three men in Paris in June and is 


believed connected with a number of in­ 
ternational terrorist incidents in the past 
year. 
In Vienna, Austrian officials said the 
government would seek extradition of 
the six terrorists from Algeria. 
There was no immediate indication in 
Algiers what the government there 
planned to do with the five men and one 
woman. 
The pro-Palestinian terrorists gave up 
less than 48 hours after they invaded the 
OPEC building on Vienna’s Ringstrasse 
during a meeting of the member coun­ 
tries’ oil ministers Sunday. The ter 
rorists killed three persons at the OPEC

headquarters, including an Austrian 
p la in c lo th e sm a n , a Libyan re p ­ 
resentative and an Iraqi security guard. 
They were reported trying to get to 
Baghdad, seat of the leftist Iraqi govern­ 
ment, and their surrender apparently 
was due to the refusal of other Arab gov­ 
ernments to refuel their Austrian DC9 
airliner and their failure to get a longer- 
range Boeing 707 from Algeria or Libya. 


Austria provided the plane that 
brought them to Algiers on Monday with 
10 OPEC oil ministers and 31 other of­ 
ficials from the OPEC governments 
after the terrorists promised Austrian 
Chancellor Bruno Kreisky that they 


would release all hostages in the 
Algerian capital. 
Instead they freed only 20 hostages 
during their first stop in Algiers, includ­ 
ing Algerian Oil Minister Belaid Ab- 
dessalam and members of his delega­ 
tion, the non-Arab oil ministers of 
Ecuador, Gabon, Nigeria and Venezuela, 
and lower-ranking officials. One of the 
terrorists, who was shot in the stomach 
during the Vienna attack, also was un­ 
loaded in Algiers. 


Arab members of the OPEC staff in* 
Vienna who dealt with the terrorists 
there said three of the men and the 
woman were Palestinians. 


U.S. resents intervention 


DAYS TO

WASHINGTON (AP) — Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger said today the 
United States would have no objection to 
a Marxist faction taking control of 
Angola. 
But, Kissinger said, so long as the Sov­ 
iet Union and Cuba keep backing the 
Marxist faction with “a massive ex­ 
peditionary force,” the United States will 
resist. 
Even with the Senate voting last week 
to block new funds for covert aid to the 
anti-Marxists, Kissinger said, “We are 
going to make a major effort, both 
diplomatically and on the ground, to 
make do with what we have. ” 
K is s in g e r r e ite r a te d th e a d ­ 
ministration position that the United 
States has no designs on the former 


Portuguese colony in West Africa. He 
said Washington supports a coalition 
among the three rival factions or any 
other African solution. 
But, speaking of the Soviet Union, 
which has given massive military sup­ 
port to the Popular Movement for the 
Liberation of Angola (MPLA), Kissinger 
warned: “The United States will not ac­ 
cept Soviet expansion of any kind. ” 
Kissinger said the issue is not whether 
a pro-Soviet faction wins control, but that 
“failure to resist can only lead other 
countries to conclude that their situation 
is becoming more precarious. ” 
While the United States is not about to 
penalize Moscow by cutting grain sales, 
Kissinger said, “There is no question our 
over all relationship will suffer.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Ford’s decision to veto a bill that would 
have expanded the picketing rights of 
construction unions scored points with 
Repulican conservatives but may cost 
him his labor secretary. 
Ford, who once endorsed the bill, said 
he decided on the veto because the 
legislation stirred such controversy that 
its enactment would cause further chaos 
in an already chaotic industry. 
But following Ford’s announcement 
Monday, Secretary of Labor John T. 
Dunlop said he remains convinced the 
bill could have helped stabilize labor- 
management relations in the construc­ 
tion industry. 
“The President’s decision (to veto the 
bill) ... comes as no great surprise, for 
the pressures upon him to do so were 


substantial,” said Dunlop, who drafted 
the bill with Ford’s endorsement last 
summer. 
Construction unions had been clamor­ 
ing for such legislation for 25 years and 
Dunlop, with long experience as a 
neutral arbitrator in the building trades, 
put his credibility with the unions on the 
line. 
Aides indicated Dunlop may resign in 
protest, saying he would decide “on his 
future” over the next two weeks. “He’ll 
be touching base with the people in the 
industry on both sides, union and 
management, before making his de­ 
cision,” an associate said. 
The legislation would have enabled un­ 
ions to picket, and thus shut down, an en­ 
tire construction site in a dispute with on­ 
ly one subcontractor on the job site. 


But it also would have provided for a 
national review of local contract settle­ 
ments by a national labor-management 
committee, which Dunlop stressed would 
be a restraining influence against infla­ 
tionary wage settlements. He warned 
last week that without this restraint 
there would be “unmitigated hell’ in 
bargaining next year. 
Opponents of the bill argued it would 
cause havoc in the industry, increasing 
the organizing power of the building 
trades unions. 
Ford had said Sept. 12 that the review 
provisions of the bill together with other 
restraints to safeguard against ir­ 
responsible picketing would add up to an 
acceptable bill. But Monday he said that 
judgment had been based on earlier op­ 
timism that proved unfounded. He said 


he concluded the bill could lead to more 
conflict instead of less. 
In recent weeks, Ford had been under 
intense pressure to veto the legislation, 
known as the “common sites” picketing 
bill. 


F o rm er C alifornia Gov. Ronald 
Reagan, challenging Ford for the GOP 
presidential nomination, opposed the 
bill. Sen. Barry Goldwater, R-Ariz., said 
it would be politically disastrous for Ford 
to sign it. Other GOP conservatives said 
it would lead to defections to Reagan 


Ford’s political dilemma cut two ways 
While conservatives pushed from one 
side, it was the hard-hat building trades 
unions, which often have sided with 
Republicans, who were the force behind 
the drive for the bill.

JFK’s love life included 
two staff workers, Time says 


NEW YORK (AP) — The late Presi­ 
dent John F. Kennedy had sexual rela­ 
tions with at least two women who 
worked on his White House staff and they 
“often turned up on the presidential en­ 
tourage” when he was traveling, Time 
magazine says. 
Code-named “Fiddle” and “Faddle” 
by Secret Service agents, the two staf­ 
fers “ ... were with Kennedy in Nassau 
when he met (British Prime Minister) 
Harold MacMillan, at Yosemite Park ... 
at Palm Beach ... They usually were as­ 
signed quarters near the President.” the 
magazine said. 
Time did not identify the women. 
Citing sources close to the Kennedy 
White House, Time also told of a young 
woman who had fallen in love with Ken­ 
nedy when he was a senator. Later as­ 
signed a job on the National Security 


Council, she was “always available,” the 
‘magazine said. 
Time said Kennedy and the woman 
from the council were interrupted one af­ 
ternoon “by a knock on the Lincoln 
Bedroom door. Angered, Kennedy threw 
the door wide open. There stood two top 
foreign affairs advisers with a batch of 
secret cables and a clear view of the 
woman in bed. Never bothering to close 
the door, Kennedy cooled down, read the 
dispatches and made his decision before 
he returned to his friend. ” 
Time’s report .in its current issue 
follows a news conference last week by 
Judith Campbell Exner, who said that 
she and Kennedy had a relationship “of a 
close personal nature. ” 
Reporting what it said were further de­ 
tails of Mrs. Exner’s relationship with 
Kennedy. Newsweek magazine said Ken­ 


nedy’s late brother Robert “set in train 
the events that disclosed her double life 
and finally ended whatever part JFK 
may have played in it.” 
The news reports and speculation 
began with the Senate Intelligence Com­ 
mittee report on Central Intelligence 
Agency assassination plots. The report 
said that a “close friend’' of Kennedy 
had testified concerning a plan to as­ 
sassinate Fidel Castro. Later there was 
speculation that the friend might have 
known of Mafia talks with the CIA about 
Castro. 
Mrs. Exner’s denied that Mafia leader 
Sam Giancana, slain in Chicago last 
June, had used her to transmit messages 
to the Kennedy White House in connec­ 
tion with a CIA plot against Castro. 
Her identity was not public until the 
news conference.

On another area, the Middle East, 
Kissinger said Washington has frequent­ 
ly advised the Israeli government 
against permitting additional settle­ 
ments in the sector of the Golan Heights 
won from Syria in the 1967 war. 
“Creation of new settlements in the 
Golan Heights and elsewhere com­ 
plicates the diplomatic process,” Kiss­ 
inger said. 
But he would not confirm specifically 
that President For has recently sent a 
warning message to Prime Minister Yit­ 
zhak Rabin about the four Jewish settle­ 
ments planned by the government. 
At the same time, Kissinger discount­ 
ed published reports saying that a Cen­ 
tral Intelligence Agency analysis shows 
Israel will wind up with a $500 million 
surplus if it gets the $2.3 billion in 
military assistance the Ford adminis­ 
tration is seeking from Congress. 
Even if the aid is approved, Kissinger 
said, Israel would have to adopt austeri­ 
ty measures to make ends meet. 
With questions on Angola p re ­ 
dominating at the news conference, Kiss­ 
inger defended the covert U.S. support 
given to the National Front for the Liber­ 
ation of Angola and the National Union 
for the Total Independence of Angola.’

Interim Police Chief .Gary Dey said he 
expected a final decision Tuesday evening 
on complaints by probationary Sedalia 
police patrolman Rollin Shuck, 24, who 
claimed he was “intimidated” into signing 
a petition by fellow officers.

When a creditor sends a bill with it 
comes a clever appeal to buy something else at a bargain 
price. Why waste all that paper in view of a paper shortage? 
Why burden our postal system with all this wasted paper? 
Could our postal rates be favorably affected by a decrease in 
junk mail? One or two media types should be sufficient for 
the advertiser as a satisfied customer will quickly pass along 
the word. — ARLENE. 


DEAR POLLY — I find when basting the hem ip a circular 
skirt or dress it is most practical to thread a needle to the end 
of the thread on the spool. Then continue all the way around 
(without cutting the thread from the spool) until you have 
finished this basting. This eliminates frequent rethreading of 
the needle. (Polly’s note — In all the years I have been 
sewing I wonder why I never thought of this and, too, the 
basting could all be pulled out with onp jerk.) 
If a shower curtain rod is too high for a standard length 
shower curtain use two or three sets of shower curtain hooks 
and link them together chain fashion until the desired length 
is attained. The hooks are inexpensive, the effect is attractive 
and better still a problem is solved. — M.J. 


DEAR POLLY — The following are some of my uses for 
what are ordinarily throw-a-ways. Save the plastic forms that 
come in new shirts and when you dry shirts on hangers, 
especially knit or terry ones, tuck a form under each collar 
to hold it in shape as it dries. 
Flip off the top on a roll-on deodorant bottle, wash 
thoroughly and fill bottle with your favorite household 
cleaner. Replace the roll-on top. I use a cleaner that is mixed 
from a powder so this saves mixing a new solution each time 
I have to clean a spot from a rug or upholstery and the 
cleaner is right where you need it. Label your own bottle. 
The “ eggs” that some pantyhose come in make great 
holders for small items one carries in a suitcase, or may be 
used for an emergency drinking cup, if thoroughly washed. 
I save the shaker bottles that seasonings come in. They 
have a solid lid over the shaker part, and are great when 
packing lunches to prevent salt spills. I also use them to hold 
sugar and cinnamon to go on cinnamon toast. Separate ones 
are also good for sugar or cornstarch, but always label the 
bottle. 
Dental floss holders make handy thread or fine string 
holders. Pull out the plastic holder with a hooked tool or can 
opener. Tape the end of the string or thread to the spool and 
wind. Replace the spool and holder. — MRS. A. L. N.

Since I am allergic to paint, I 
cannot repaint it, but thought of covering it with adhesive 
backed paper.

They need not bring it in until it is 
completely dry and rid of any paint odor. However your idea 
of using the paper to completely cover it could be most 
attractive.

Keep records, update insurance

Consider your house when 
making this year’s resolu­ 
tions. 
Resolve to keep records, if 
you haven’t been doing it, so 
you’ll know where you are go­ 
ing and where you have been, 
financially. A house can gob­ 
ble up a lot of dollars in little 
sales slips. 
Many people keep thinking 
they will make a tremendous 
profit when they sell a house 
they’ve owned for many 
years. But how much of that 
“ profit” is in the little papers 
— sales slips or check stubs — 
that may even have been 
thrown away. 
Purchases made at building 
supply stores, lumber yards 
and hardware stores can run 
into big money. How can you 
prove you’ve bought the 
screens, locks, lumber or 
wash basins when you must 
make a tax accounting of the 
house sale? 
One house seller had his en­ 
tire house rewired with new 
circuits, the electrical works, 
and the almost-$2,000 tab was 
paid in monthly installments to 
the electric light company 
who paid the electrician. He 
completely forgot that item 
when he made a tax account­ 
ing because it was billed on 
his light bill and he didn’t 
have it recorded any other 
place. 
Another good expenditure of 
time 
would 
be 
reviewing 
house insurance. Even if 
you’ve remembered to raise it 


as your house valuation in­ 
creases you may not have in- 
cre a se d in su ran ce on 
furnishings. Furniture is now 
very expensive. Could you 
replace your furnishings for 
the amount of insurance quot­ 
ed on the policy? 
If you have antiques — sil­ 
ver, paintings, porcelains, 
folk art and so on — such ob­ 
jects may have quadrupled 
their value in recent years. 
Insurance companies may in­ 
sist on an appraisal. Good. It 
will come in handy when you 
want to sell the objects and it 
is a good supplement for a 
will. 
Some insurance companies 
may insist on sending a repre­ 
sentative to check your an­ 
tiques. Great. 
Read the fine print of your 
homeowner’s insurance policy 
to determine whether you are 
covered for disasters that oc­ 
cur in your own area. It might 
be that you can’t get cov­ 
erage, but at least you’ll know 
what to expect when an 
emergency arises. 
Keeping a house in repair 
should be another goal for 
1976. It may seem to be a ter­ 
rible drain on slim income, 
but a little leak plugged today, 
a bit of insulation added, elec­ 
trical circuits improved, can 
be economy factors in the long 
run that could save dollars. 
Some people try to save 
house costs by cutting out the 
annual servicing of a furnace, 
but that may be bad arithme­ 
tic. A clean heating system 
should cost less to operate and 


there is less chance of it konk- 
ing out on a cold night if it 
has been serviced with needed 
parts. • 
Then, too, from tiny leaks 
can come big expensive 
waterfalls, something to keep 
in mind when you spot a pin­ 
hole in an attic roof. A little drip 
can be the beginning of ruined 
ceilings. It may take a while, 
but it can happen. In any 
event the little holes will not 
get smaller. 
Chimneys should be kept up 
repair-wise as you have them 
cleaned. It is not only dan­ 
gerous to let a chimney work 
if it needs repairs, but it will 
just mean additional work 
may oe needed as masonry 
becomes loosened even more 
with the years. 
As for very old chimneys in 
old houses — young people are 


inclined to try to make them 
work where in recent years 
former homeowners may 
never have used them. It may 
be far better to invest in a new 
fireplace.

WASHINGTON

In 
seemingly 
innocuous but prying little ways, the 
federal government is compiling data on 
millions ’ of 
Americans. 
This 
could 
extinguish the right of privacy and lead to a 
regimented society in this land of the 
free. 
Federal snoops, for example, can consult 
a 452-page manual, which will tell them 
how to track down the most obscure 
personal details about almost anyone, 
anywhere. 


A Metropolitan Opera singer? Check 
“ Opera Biographies,” published in London 
by Werner Laurie. A New Jersey hog 
farmer? 
The 
manual 
advises: 
“ Hog 
farmers who feed garbage are required to 
obtain a license from the Department of 
Agriculture.” 


Or do you want to locate a divorced 
construction worker of Croatian descent? 
No problem. Just look up his marriage and 
divorce papers. You can also check with 
the construction union and the Croatian- 
Ameriean Association. 


This exhaustive handbook on snooping is 
called “ Where’s What,” with the subtitle, 
“ Sources 
of 
Information for Federal 
Investigators.” It was compiled in 1965 by 
Harry J . Murphy, who was then an 
investigator for the Central Intelligence 
Agency. 


Perhaps significantly, the CIA gave him a 
year’s leave at the Brookings Institution to 
work on the project. He returned to the 
CIA but has now retired. He stressed to us 
that the investigative techniques suggested 
in his book were used by the CIA only to 
check prospective employes, not to spy on 
citizens. 


Nonetheless, the CIA keeps tabs on 
hundreds of thousands of Americans who 
have absolutely no wish to work for the 
CIA. 


This can best be done, apparently, 
through the government itself. According 
to 
Murphy’s 
handbook, 
the 
federal 
government 
offers a 
smorgasbord 
of 
information about the citizenry. Selective 


Service and military records, income tax 
returns, Social Security files and even 
census records can be pried open by 
federal snoops. 


Just about every time a citizen rubs 
against the government, whether it be to 
license a business, register a car, claim 
unemployment insurance or even purchase 
savings bonds, he must leave behind his life 
history. 


Much of the information is of no 
practical value to anyone except some 
bureaucrat with a Big Brother complex. 


For page after page, Murphy also tells 
how to dig out information from private 
sources. He relates, for example, how he 
tracked 
down a 
nameless Hungarian 
airplane-parts manufacturer by using bank 
records. 


Another time, he checked whether a 
subject had ever been bonded by one of her 
employes. It turned out that she had, and 
he swept up the loose information that had 
been unavailable from other sources. 


Murphy has also found landladies an 
excellent source of information. “ The 
landladies of these rooming houses often 
get to know their roomers quite well,” he 
counsels federal investigators. 


Alumni reunions can be productive. “ At 
such 
gatherings,” 
he 
advises, 
“ a 
photograph is inevitable, and it might be 
the means of obtaining an up-to-date 
photograph for use in your inquiry.” 


Murphy also recommends checking with 
the public utilities that serve the subject’s 
neighborhood. “The records of the gas, 
electric, water, telephone and sewer 
companies are particularly helpful,” he 
confides. 


It is clear from Murphy’s handbook that 
newsmen often come under the federal 
spyglass. He has found the musty, old 
accreditation records from World War U 
and the Korean war are loaded with 
intimate details about correspondents. 


“ The files will contain travel data and 
will 
include 
complaints 
about 
the 
(newsman), such as leaving debts behind, 
excessive 
drinking 
or 
inaccurate 
reporting,” Murphy says. 


Read singly, the federal files may seem 
merely 
another 
dreary 
example 
of 
bureaucratic excess. Examined in larger 
lots, they provide an intriguing study of 
just how far the government has intruded 
into the lives of Americans. 


Footnote: Perhaps the only people safe 
from 
the government’s 
cradle-to-grave 
files are those who have managed to dodge 
every census since 1890. The 1890 census, 
Murphy relates with a touch of regret, was 
destroyed in a 1921 fire.

GARBAGE STORY: As part of its 
campaign to clean 
up America, the 
Environmental Protection Agency is trying 
to covert garbage into fuel. But its two 
main projects already have cost the 
taxpayers $13 million more than the 
original estimates. 


Even more embarrassing, one of the 
plants is polluting the air in violation of the 
EPA’s own regulations. 


These are the findings of Sen. William 
Proxmire, D-Wis., who has complained 
privately to EPA chief Russell Train about 
cost overruns at the Baltimore and San 
Diego plants. The senator also charged that 
the Baltimore plant is polluting the 
atmosphere. 


Train conceded that Proxmire is correct 
both about the costs and the pollution. But 
he said technological and land problems, 
not EPA goofs, are to blame. Train hopes 
to charge the contractors with most of the 
overrun costs.

WASHINGTON — Hubert H. Humphrey, 
the famous non-candiate, appeared on the 
CBS morning news last week. He said little 
that he hadn’t said before, this being the 
rule observed by all non-candidates, but he 
said something about the presidential 
primary 
system 
that 
merits 
passing 
thought. 
The present system, 
said the Happy Warrior, 
“ is emotionally, physi­ 
cally, and financially ex­ 
hausting.”

know. He has probably 
traveled more 
miles 


Kilpatrick 
ajong the campaign trail 
than any politician now active on the 
national stage. He has the hide of a bull 
elephant, the stamina of Gunga Din, and 
most of the time he’s had enough money. 
But when the trail ended in California in 
1972, Humphrey was drained, bone-tired 
and broke. 


Oregon 
conceived 
the 
presidential 
primary in 1910. LaFollette’s Progressives 
took up the idea; it caught on like the hula 
hoop. By 1916, no fewer than 26 states had 
taken it up, but the fad went out like 
streaking. There were only 
17 statg 
primaries in 1968. Then the fad came back. 
The 1972 election saw 23 primaries. This 
time around, a record 28 lave been 
scheduled. 


Over the years, critics have denounced 
the 
presidential primaries as absurd, 
chaotic, fatuous, insane, irrational, and so 
on down the alphabet to zany. Sen. Walter 
F. Mondale of Minnesota says that “ our 
present nominating system is something 
close to anarchy and in desperate need of 
fundamental and comprehensive change.” 


Let me say amen to all of the above. The 
quadrennial 
lunacy 
begins 
in 
New 
Hampshire on Feb. 24. It winds up in 
California, Arkansas, New Jersey and Ohio 
on June 8. It will be remarkable if any two 
states 
have 
identical 
ballots. 
The 
Democrats work by one set of rules, the 
Republicans by another. In some states 
individuals run for election as delegates to 
national conventions; in other states the 
presidential candidates name their own 
delegates. Degrees of commitment vary. 


The whole business is wacky, and the 
nature erf news makes it wackier still. Next 
month the safaris to New Hampshire get 
under way in earnest. The mating call of 
sound trucks will spread across the snowy 
land. From base camps in Manchester and 
Concord, the several candidates will hunt 
the wary voter. TV crews will come in pack 
trains; 
reporters, 
bearing 
portable 
typewriters, will march in ritual files. On 
the morning of February 25, we will bag 
the trophy known as Significance; we will 
interpret What It All Means. 


It 
will 
mean 
mighty 
little. 
New 
Hampshire is a great state — all the states 
are great states — but by any yardsticks of 
population, race, religion, age, education, 
occupation, and political affiliation, New 
Hampshire has no national meaning. None. 
But it comes first: Numero Uno. That 
makes it news. The Massachusetts primary * 
on the following Tuesday, March 2, will be 
more important and less regarded. Who 
can name the second guy on the moon? 


Mondale 
has 
introduced 
a 
bill 
to 
introduce some sense of order to what he 
describes as “ this mindless process.” H * 
proposes a series of six. primaries, two 
weeks apart from late March to mid-June, 
to be conducted by region. No state would 
be required to conduct a presidential 
primary; no candidate would have to run in 
all that were held. But Mondale would 
have one set of uniform ground rules, and 
his plan would eliminate most of the mad 
and costly scramble from coast to coast. 


Oregon’s 
Sen. 
Robert 
Packwood 
proposed much the same plan four years 
ago; his idea was for five regional primary 
dates, a month apart from March through 
July. Packwood’s bill never" got off the 
ground, and Mondale’s measure may not 
fly 
either. 
Both 
tradition 
and 
the 
Constitution stand in the way of federal 
regulation of the process that leads 
ultimately to the naming of presidential 
electors. 


But at least part of Mondale’s bill should 
pass. He proposes a study commission to 
work on this problem in advance of the 
1980 elections. The idea is sound. “ It is 
impossible,” Mondale correctly observes, 
“ to devise a perfect system. It may even'be 
impossible to devise a good system. But it 
should be possible to come up with a 
system that is far superior to the one we 
have at present.” Having just put a fresh 
ribbon in the old portable, I will say amen 
to that, too.

Sudden death 
in heart disease 


Dear Dr. Lamb — About a 
year ago my husband, age 61, 
started to get a slight pain, 
which 
only 
lasted 
a 
few 
seconds, right in the center of 
his chest, at the bottom of the 
breastbone. 
He 
also 
had 
heartburn, belching and gas. He 
would only get the pain once in 
awhile. 
Our family doctor told him it 
was his stomach. He gave him 
stomach pills and a bottle of 
Maalox and advised him to cut 
down on smoking, coffee and to 
avoid fried foods. He smoked 
one pack of cigarettes each day. 
At our request he had an 
electrocardiogram, 
and 
the 
results were normal. 
He continued to drink three 
cups of coffee and did not cut 
down very much on smoking. 
About 
a 
month 
after 
he 
recovered from an episode of 
flu he came home from work 
and said he didn’t feel good. He 
felt weak. We sat down at the 
table for supper, and he said, 
“Oh!” and with this he put his 
hands to his head and it was all 
over. We rushed him to the 
hospital, but it was too late. 
The death certificate read 
coronary occlusion. When I 
asked our family doctor for an 
explanation he said it was hard 
to detect that. What do you 
think? 
Dear Reader — I think this is 
a fairly common story. I just 
wish it were possible to make 
people understand that often 
the first real sign of heart 
disease is sudden death. 
The burning pain in the lower 
breastbone 
region 
as 
you 
described it probably was from 
add digestive juice irritating 
the lower esophagus. While 
heart pain can belocated in that 
region 
it 
has 
a 
different 
characteristic, or it induces 


more 
severe 
pain 
with 
vomiting. Ulcer-type disorders 
will not protect you against also 
having a heart attack. In fact, 
other illnesses can sometimes 
a person to having 


fairly good examination not to 
provide any information about 
an impending heart attack. 
And, it is fairly typical of 
people to fail to follow their 
doctor’s advice. Like education, 
people pay for it then try to 
avoid getting their money’s 
worth out of the investment. 
Your 
doctor 
cannot 
quit 
smoking for you. He cannot 
stop drinking coffee or diet for 
you. He can only advise, and the 
rest is up to the patient. 
I am all for education of the 
patient, but even knowing that 
the first symptom may be death 
doesn’t seem to motivate many 
patients to do what is best for 
themselves. 
Your husband significantly 
increased his risk of having a 
heart attack by his smoking. 
That may be why he is not here 
today. Don’t blame your doctor 
for his negligence. If this reply 
helps others to realize their 
responsibility, perhaps it will be 
worth risking upsetting you by 
pointing out your husband’s 
role in his terminal illness.

The Philadelphia Eagles, Gen­ 
eral Manager Jim Murray and 
the city’s sports writers reacted 
bitterly Monday to the firing of 
head Coach Mike McCormack. 
“ I have to say without a 
doubt this is not our finest 
hour,’’ Murray told newsmen 
after Leonard Tose, owner of 
the National Football League 
team, announced the firing at a 
press 
conference 
and 
then 
walked out, refusing to answer 
questions. 
“ I think this is the lousiest 
thing that has happened since 
I’ve been with the Eagles. 
We re a 4-and-10 team and all 
of us are to blame,” Murray 
said. 
‘‘Firing Coach McCormack is 
the biggest mistake Mr. Tose 
could possibly make,” 
ine- 
backer John Bunting added. 
For the fourth time in seven 
years the Eagles face the up­ 
coming NFL college draft — 
and this year, an expansiqn 
draft — without a head coach. 
And no one has an inkling of 
who McCormack’s successor 
will be. 
“ I have not interviewed any­ 
one to replace Mike. Jimmy 
Murray and I will go to work

on this,” Tose told the press 
conference. 
Tose said McCormack’s dis­ 
missal at the end of his three- 
year contract was based ‘‘in no 
small way . . . on our won-loss 
record.” 
The Eagles, 16-25-1 under 
McCormack, played their best 
year in 1974 when they finished 
7-7. 
McCormack said he learned 
of the firing during a three- 
minute meeting with Tose Mon­ 
day morning. “ He asked if I 
had any questions and I said I 


didn’t,” said McCormack. ‘ We 
didn't have anything else to 
say, so I left.” 
Murray said he had told Tose 
that firing McCormack ‘‘would 
be the most unpopular thing he 
ever had to do as the owner, 
but he was determined to make 
a change.” 
While cleaning out his desk, 
McCormack said he thought he 
had a chance at staying on un­ 
til the Denver game two weeks 
ago, which the Eagles lost 25- 
10. 
‘‘After we played so badly 
there, I felt this might be com­ 
ing,” he said. 


As for McCormack’s future, 
Coach Paul Brown of the Cin­ 
cinnati Bengals, who coached 
McCormack during his All-Pro 
career as a Cleveland Brown 
tackle, said recently, ‘‘As long 
as I’m in football, you don’t 
have to worry about Mike 
McCormack.” 


“ I know this,” McCormack 
said. ‘‘I’m walking out of here 
with my head up. Regardless of 
record, this is a much better 
football team now than it was 
three years ago when I came in 
here. I am in no way ash­ 
amed.”

ST. LOUIS (AP) — As the inside line has it on Saturday’s 
National Football League playoff between St. Louis and Los 
Angeles, the contest may well be decided in the trenches. 
There, the Cardinals’ vaunted offensive line will test the 
celebrated Rams defense. 
But Cardinal Coach Don Coryell sees it differently. 
“I don’t think it will be won or lost in any one phase.” he 
said Monday night. ‘‘It will take a complete team effort on 
our part if we are to win. 
, 
“Their defense is super, and their offense is one that 
doesn’t make mistakes and kill their defense. It’s a real ball- 
control type of offense. They control the ball so when the de­ 
fense gets in the game, they just go all out.” 


After watching on television last Saturday as the Rams 
, stopped the Pittsburgh Steelers cold, 10-3, Coryell and his 
Cardinals held an hour-long workout Monday and viewed 
game films in opening preparations for the playoff meeting 
in Los Angeles Coliseum. 


St. Louis successfully defended its National Football Con­ 
ference Eastern Division title by posting an 11-3 record, 
while Los Angeles finished 12-2 in winning its third straight 
NFC Western crown. 
The Cardinals’ offensive line, headed by All-Pro tackle 


Dan Dierdorf. generally is regarded as without peer in the 
NFL. 
Behind it. fullback Jim Otis won»the NFC rushing title with 
1.076 yards, running back Terry Metcalf set the NFL total of­ 
fense record and quarterback Jim Hart was sacked only 
eight times. The sack figure tied an NFL record. 
After the Cardinals ended their regular season Sunday by 
defeating Detroit 24-13. the entire offensive line was awarded 
the game ball. But thoughts quickly turned to Saturday. 
“I tell you what,” said guard Bob Young. “The Rams are 
going to be a good test for how good our offensive line is and 
we think it’s the best. ” 
But, Young added, “If we can’t get our running game go­ 
ing, we could get our butts beat—unless, of course, you hit a 
couple bombs to Mel (Gray) or something. ” 
Coryell singled out the Rams’ pass defense as “very, very 
good” and said “we will do everything we can to establish a 
running game.” 
Two things might work against the Cardinals in this re­ 
gard. First, Metcalf suffered a sprained toe in the victory 
over Detroit and was held out of Monday’s workout. 
“It hurts,” the 185-pound Metcalf said, “but I’m gonna be 
okay. I’ll be ready.” 
The other question mark is the Coliseum’s grass surface. 


Coryell said, since the Cardinals played the majority of their 
games on artificial turf. 
“It can make a lot of difference.” he said of the surface. 
“We hope to test the tulf when we get there Friday. It’s a 
matter of getting used to the footing. ” 


Although stshoulderinjury sidelined Rams’ starting quar­ 
terback James-Harris in the Pittsburgh game. Coryell said 
the Cardinals would nonetheless prepare for both him and 
substitute Ron Jaworski. 


“We prepare for one the same as the other,” Coryell said. 
“Our team has gotten progressively better this season,” he 
said, noting the Cardinals have won nine of their last 10 
games, “and their (the Rams’) injuries certainly help us. 
But they’re very good—you beat the Steelers and you have to 
be good.” 
Agreeing with Coryell’s analysis, tight end Jackie Smith— 
himself back from an injury—acknowledged the Rams’ de­ 
fense is formidable.

Court upholds MPSC rate boost 


JEFFERSON 
CITY, 
Mo. 
(AP) — The procedure tradi­ 
tionally used by the Missouri 
Public Service Commission to 
consider utility rate increases 
is proper and does not deny 
customers due process or equal 
protection under the law, ac­ 
cording to the state Supreme 
Court. 
In a 6-0 decision issued Mon­ 
day, the high court upheld a 
controversial $5.6 million rate 
hike granted last June to the 
Missouri Public Service Co. of 
Raytown. 
The court ruled there was no 
requirement that the commis­ 
sion hold public hearings on 
rate increases. It said the tradi­ 
tional procedure, known as 
“file and suspend,” was as 
proper as the so-called com­ 
plaint procedure, which re­ 
quires hearings and an investi­ 
gation. 
Chief Justice Robert Seiler 
did not participate in the deci­ 
sion and Judge John Bardgett 
agreed with the resolution of 
the case but not with the rea­ 
soning of the five-member ma­ 
jority. 
Under the “file and suspend” 
plan, higher utility rates could 
go into effect without public 
hearings or an investigation, al­ 
though the commision usually 
holds hearings and fully in­ 
vestigates significant rate re­ 
quests. It did so in the Missouri 
Public Service case. 
The court decision will not af­ 
fect present rates since the 
firm has been collecting the 
higher amount subject to re­ 
fund. 
That boost had been initially 
overturned by Jackson County 
Circuit Court Judge James 
Moore. Moore based his deci­ 
sion on the illegality of PSC 
procedures and the fact that 
the company was still under a 
two-year moritorium against 
rate increases. 
The moritorium would not 
have ended until Wednesday. It 
was imposed because the com­ 
mission believed the company 
should be financially healthy 
through that period. The PSC 
raised the moritorium early be­ 
cause of changed conditions. 
William Barvick, the state’s 
public counsel who represents 
consumers in utility rate pro­ 
ceedings before the commis­ 
sion, joined the City of Kansas 
City and Jackson County in 
seeking the invalidation of the 
rate boost. 
Barvick declined to comment 
on the decision, saying he had 
not read it yet. But he in­ 
dicated he planned to ask the 
Supreme Court for a new hear­ 
ing in the matter. 


He also plans to raise some 
of the same questions at a 
hearing before the court today. 
Barvick will ask the court to 
çonsider overturning a $200,000 
rate hike given the Arkansas- 
Missouri Power Co. without 
hearings. 
The PSC granted the hike 


earlier this month, but made it 
subject to refund if it deter­ 
mines later the rates are too 
high. 
Richard Green, president of 
Missouri Public Service Co., 
greeted the decision with pleas­ 
ure. He said any other ruling 
“would have hurt the security 


market regarding Missouri util­ 
ities.” The company currently 
has another $10 million rate 
hike pending before the com- 
misson. 


The court cited several pre 
vious cases in upholding the lif- 
ing of the moritorium.

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Czechs 
love their 
mushrooms 


PRAGUE, Czechoslovakia 
(AP) — One of the surest 
ways for a Czech to get his 
picture in a newspaper is to 
find a huge mushroom. 


Fond parents usually forego 
their chances for brief fame 
by passing the credit to their 
offspring and so newspaper 
readers will find out that 
schoolboy Vladimir Trnka 
found two champion mush­ 
rooms together weighing five 


pounds or that another boy 
found 
one as large as a 
football. 
Czechoslovakia claims 1.400 
varieties growing within its 
borders. Some are so rare they 
appear only once in 20 years. 


The town of Stachy is 
famous, for growing the king 
of mushrooms — the chubby 
boletus. These are protected 
like treasure and each is fixed 
with a number and “date of 


birth.” In 1974,200 were count­ 
ed. By late October 1975. 135 
had poked up their brown 
caps. 
Mushroom picking is such a 
rage in the fall that even black 
limousines of top officials can 
be seen parked along the 


edges of fo rests w here 
mushrooms are bountiful. 


But the mushgoom craze 
can be carried too far. In 
Hradec Kralove, for instance, 
the town council had to pro- 


hibit mushroom picking in the 
local cemetery. 
Mushroom picking is not 
limited to the fall. Some hardy 
varieties thrive under snow 
and some appear in the spring 
when the snow begins to melt.
